A good example of XIT is what is going to happen in about 2mins from now 
as I'm going Cub Fox hunting. When the fox sends out his CQ Fox, he/she 
expects to hear the hounds 1KHz up.

Can you believe it, the part came in, and it's only been three days, will 
miracles never cease! 


January 18/2001 

Installed relay, powered up, key down. The transmitter now draws about 1/2 
amp with good side tone. Now we're making progress. Because of the heat 
build up on Q7 and the final RF transistor, I keep the key down times very 
short. I quickly align the transmitter.Impatient and going for broke, I turn 
the mixer driver all the way up and rock the mixer and driver trimmers for 
peak RF. The RF comes up to 1 3/4 watts good, but still too low for the 
specs.The RF output transistor is getting too hot too quickly, a possible 
indication of an impedance mismatch. I think it's time to check the 
component placement again. What can I say, I make mistakes. I reduce the 
mixer drive way down before I run my tests. Using a Motorola RF meter, I 
take a look at the base of Q7 and the collector. I see significant gain so 
I'll assume it's working. properly. Here's where I should pause and 
remember. I think it was Ronald Reagan who said, " Assume but verify" or was 
that "Trust but verify", oh well, time will tell. I look at the RF output 
transistor. Low Rf drive at base and no gain at all. At this point I'm very 
suspicious of the component 

values I'm seeing around these two stages, also I'm getting a little tired 
of reinventing the wheel. I think it's time to talk with Larry Wise KA5T, 
and draw on some of the experience He's had with this rig. Tim

Forget the punch. Stick some masking tape over the area where the 

hole is to be, draw the 1-5/32" circle on it using a pair of compasses, 
then, using a vertical drill press, drill lots of 1/8th inch (or smaller if 
you 

like) holes around the perimeter of the circle you drew, so that the edges 
of the holes are about 1mm inside the pencil line of the circle. Try to 
make each small hole just join or very nearly join the hole next to it 
(leaving a very small bridge of alumin(i)um between each hole). You 

will find that this is actually quite easy to do by eye - you may like to 
do some practice on a scrap piece first. When you have gone all 

the way round, you need to use an old pair of end cutters (some old 
sacrificial ones would be good - I have a pair that I have specifically 
designated for this task) to cut the bridge between each of the small 
holes. As you work round the big hole, you will get to a point where 

the center disc (with real sharp rough edges) wants to just fall out. 

The final step is to get your half-round metal file and get busy on 

the rough inside edge - your guide should be the circle you drew 

on the masking tape - file all the way round till you have a nice 

clean perfectly round hole. Easy! I have used this technique many 

times, cutting holes as big as several inches for meters etc.

Hello to all, 

I was going to start with a "pat on the back" for braving out FYBO in a 
tent in February in Wisconsin. The real hats off goes to all those 
people who back packed it the high country and sat in snow banks etc. to 
give this qrp event a go! Man I'm too old for that stuff! Great job 
done by the lot of you. 


I set up an old canvas tent out on my wooden deck behind my house. The 
snow has been on the ground for weeks and has froze and re-froze many 
times making it too hard to dig through to pitch the tent in the woods. 
I had to tie it to the deck with ropes. I was looking at the mess of 
canvas lying there trying to figure which pole went where...when one of 
my dogs came along and thought the canvas was there just for him to use 
as a toilet. 

A well placed snowmobile boot and some hot water soon had things back to 
normal. The tent is up! Well sort of... wind now making tent lift up 
off deck like a 8x10 foot sail. I added more rope to the railing of the 
deck. 

It's looking good now! Threw in an old card table and rug and a few 
large pieces of firewood for ballast. 

Took my old Gap Titan vertical antenna out back and tied to my fence 
with bit of rope .

Getting a computer out there just before the start I thought would be 
too much work.

The temperature was at 16 degrees, I was on battery 
power at 5 watts output, paper logs ready! I started to work em on 20 
meters. 

The wind picked up and kept blowing in the opening that the coax and my 
power line came through. I used ac power for my lamp and a small heater 
by my feet. the lamp worked ok...but the heater did just fair trying to 
keep my feet warm. I had on old snowmobile boots but my feet still were 
cold most of the day sitting there. The outside air temperature got up 
to 35 degrees around 3:00pm. At that time the little heater had the 
temperature inside the tent up to around 50 degrees. Not too bad! That 
didn't last very long. Most of the time is was near 40 degrees. Every 
couple of hours I'd go inside for coffee and to warm up some. Guess I 
worked about 10 hours of the 12 you could. 


The bands were pretty good. Forty meters being my biggest, with twenty 
and fifteen right behind. Ten was very disappointing, only had one 
contact there. I didn't hear very many on eighty either. I CQed the 
whole time. 

It has been years sense I used paper logs and keeping a good dupe sheet 
was just too much in the cold. 

My hand is still stiff! 

I want to thank all those who had to repeat their info to me. It kept 
snowing off and on all day and the vertical can be noisy at times. I 


really liked the personal come backs with my name. Don't find that in 
any other contest! Great bunch of operators in this QRP group!!

AC6KW operated Multi-op this year. Our operators were KQ6DV, K6EXT, 
AC6KW, and KQ6QKI. We went up to a new location on the top of Madona 
Ridge about 30 miles southeast of Santa Cruz. KQ6QKI had made 
arrangements for us to use a fielt on a friends property. The field is 
surrounded by 70 foot trees. 


On Friday morning, KQ6QKI and KQ6DV, went to the site and using a bow 
and arrow placed a 600 foot rope at 60 feet high across the field. From 
this we hung a 100 foot flat top fed with 3000hm TV ribbon wire and a 66 
foot flat top fed with 300 ohm window line. We also erected a DK9SQ 
mast with a 20 vertical hung from the top, and another homebrew vertical 
similar to the SLV. 


The rig was a K2 run for 7 hours on the internal battery (during that 
time we made 56 contacts, and K6EXT had a 45 ragchew QSO). At that 
point the Battery Voltage was at 10.9 and we went to an external battery 
to finish up the contest.

Gang, 
What a blast 30 meters is. Having too much fun as they say. 


I got a question on the air yesterday about what logging program do 
I use to keep track of my data. Well, being a UNIX dweeb I use tbl 
and troff/groff programs to generate the actual log from an ascii file. 


And for states and county information I use grep and some sed scripts 
for those. If there is enough interest I will post all the details on the web. 


And for another gory detail. Since I started January 12th, 2001 I have 
kept everything in writing. Just to document what is going on. 


First. For every QSO I write down everything the other person transmits. 

I do this by hand and I am not using the typewriter or computer. I turn the 
computer off while I'm on the air. I found packages of 200 sheets of notebook 
paper for less that 70 cents at Target here in Prescott. Cheapest price in 

town except when Office Depot has it on sale for 25 cents a package to lure 
people into the store...... So this is the paper I use and I keep the completed 
Qs in a notebook and I'll have this with me at the Phoenix meeting this weekend. 
I can write up to 4Qwpm, so no problem there. (See note later why no worry about 
higher speeds...) If you have budget constraints, then use old paper or just 
don't 

keep this detailed information. 


I have a number of notebooks around the shack that have all the QSOs over the past 
6 years or so in them. It is just an old old habit of mine to write down every 
QSO except where I have to use a keyboard at QRQ speeds. Then I use a mechanical 


typewriter. :-) I can write up to 40wpm or so before I have to switch to the 
typewriter or keyboard. And the paddle won't go faster than 40wpm without making 
mistakes anyway.... :-) That is not the fault of the paddle BTW. 


I also made up log sheets and I'll have the .pd£ for one of these on the web page 
by tomorrow along with the Worked All States form that I created also in .pdf 


format. 
http: //www.qsl.net/k7qo/ 


Now since I don't like to use a computer in day-to-day operations (only in SS will 
you catch me with the laptop connected to a rig) and I work so many stations I 
can't 

keep track of everyone, I have a scheme to help my memory recall previous Qs. I 
bought 

a small box with index cards and I use 4x6" ruled cards in the box. I have 26 
index cards 

for each letter of the alphabet. Then I put each person I work on a card. Say I 
work 

N6GA. Then I go to the G card and put his call, name, qth, date, and a word or 
two 

additional that I want to remember so that the next time I work him and I look him 
up 

I'll have that tidbit on hand. If you think about it, using the first letter 
after 

the last number in the call is the only way to go. You don't want all the calls 
filed 

by the first character. You'd have a lot of stuff under K, N, W, .... :-) 


It may not be clear but say for the G card, I will have multiple calls on it. Say 
N6GA, N6GW, W6GGG, K5GO, .... One per line. 


I file the QSLs the same way, i.e. by first letter after the prefix number(s), in 
a 

shoebox size plastic container that you can get at Target, K-Mart, etc. Under a 
$1 to 

$1.75 depending upon sale that date. The plastic shoebox holds the NORMAL sized 
QSL 

cards. Guys and girls that have larger fancier cards get theirs cut down to 
size.... 


This sounds like a lot of paperwork, but it isn't all that more time consuming and 
makes 

things a lot easier for me. 

And the next biggie. How do you know the counties? Well, for each station you 
work 

you can send email. 

To: lookup@qrz.com 


in body of email 


lookup k7qo 


end 


and you get back an email with all the info on the station for mailing a QSL card, 
their long/lat, county, etc. The automated mail system at qrz.com will not handle 
multiple requests as it did in the past, but no problem. I use the long/lat to 
calculate the distance for a graph that I'm doing as in the previous TMPS. 

BTW the end after the lookup command is to keep the system from chewing on and 
trying to do something with all the signature stuff that everyone has. :-) 


And since Friday of last week I am now using a HB rig, CMOS-III kit, MFJ-941C, 
vee-beam, 

and a HB paddle. Someone on the group is making Iambic paddles and I'm sworn to 
secrecy 

at this time. But, there may be a replacement coming for those of you that didn't 
get 

a WBL paddle!!! This one is smaller and cuter and well made. I've had this one 
on 

the air ever since Friday and when you work me on 30 m I will be using it. I was 
making more mistakes than usually yesterday and found that in reverse engineering 
it I 

had forgotten to tighten something up.... :-) My excuse anyway for the day. 


And a good test of a paddle. Can the buyer take it apart and get it back together 
the same way and same tolerances?? :-) 


And as soon as I can get around to making the case I'll replace the MFJ tuner with 
a 
HB tuner then I'll be all HB. Neato. 


The new paddle has the feel of a WBL/Kent/.... and nice adjustments. It won't 
replace 

the Hensley, but at this QTH it will just about replace anything else I have. And 
since 

I have a lathe and mill now I can reproduce it myself with some mods that I have 
been 

working on. The builder has been very kind in sending me diagrams and some help 
on 

what I want to do to build my own. The one on loan is a prototype and a good one 
at that. 

I get to use it for a while so I'll be carrying it around for show and tell until 
he 

sends me email wanting it back. I have been losing email lately a lot. :-) ;-) 


So, back to the QRP-10 and putting it in a case by tomorrow and on the web so 
KI6DS can 

get to work on his next issue of QRPp.... Wait til you see the new schematics and 
layout 

drawings. Took me some time.... lots of time. 


I will also start a series of pics on the web page showing the building of a K1 s/ 
n 497 

that I am doing for someone in the eastern USofA. Not an ad for Elecraft. But I 
do seem 

to be working a lot of K2s on the air. At least people are building them and 
using them. 


So no idle time here at the K7QO ranch... 
FYI 


Back to looking for KL7 and RI..... :-) Get on 30m after the foxhunt gang.

Hello Howard, Dave & all, 


Dave, your description of cutting tube socket holes "by hand" brought 
back lots of memories. 


Back in the thirties, after I graduated to a steel chassis for home brew 
(from breadboards) I cut holes in the steel with a hand drill, by 
drilling lots of holes around the perimeter of the required hole, using a 
1/8" bit, which was dull from previous misuse.Believe me, after drilling 
about 6 or 8 of those tube-socket holes with the tiny dime store 
hand-cranked drill, my hands and arms were sore for several days. I also 
used the same "technique" for rectangular cutouts for transformers, etc. 


Remember, this was a steel chassis, and the resulting jagged holes had to 
be hand-filed to smooth out the irregularities, after knocking out the 
"slug" with a hammer. We poor folks didn't know there was such a thing 
as a socket punch, and in any case didn't have the money to purchase one 
after paying for a 19 X 10 X 3 steel chassis. In those days, an aluminum 
chassis was much more expensive, as I recall, and was unfiinished, 
whereas the steel chassis was finished in black crackle 


Maybe those weren't really the good old days. 
Thanks for the bandwidth and memories.

I was reading an article in the February issue of QST magazine called 
"Maximize your receiver sensitivity". The article talks about how to 
use the RF gain, attenuation, IF shift and VBT tuning to eliminate 
noise and adjacent signals. Well what caught my eye was the idea of 
cutting out the noise before it reaches the receiver detector stage. 

The idea of it is if the noise comes in at a S5 level and your audio is 
at a S9 level you use the RF gain to cut the noise down to below a S1 
ie gone.. All you have left now is an audio at an S6. 

Last night I was on a 75 meter net around 7:30pm. There was a pretty 
good noise level. So I reached over and slid the RF gain slider down. 
Heard the audio and noise dropping. Slid it down some more and all of a 
sudden the noise was gone! Now the receive audio was down too but very 
readable. In fact just by turning up the audio on my rig I could get it 
to be a little louder. Neat little trick! To think all these years of 
having that little gadget and I've never used it.

Let me second the suggestion to build the Ten Tec anyband receiver. I too 
have built this kit, and like it a lot. It is a simple receiver that you 
can put on any band from 80 - 15. Yesterday someone suggested the R2 by 
Rick Campbell. Well, the guy who asked the question was wanting a receiver 
to go with his TT2. I got the impression that he is a beginner. The R2 
kits are expensive compared to the TenTec anyband, and you do get what you 
pay for. But I would certainly not recommend the R2 for a beginner. In 
fact, many experienced builders have had problems with it, as it is nota 
simple kit to build. It is a very high performance receiver, but I think it 
is overkill in this case. 


Another suggestion would be to build the Sudden Receiver. Here is the 
description from the Kanga US page: 


The SUDDEN Receiver - $32 

George Dobbs G3RIJV designed this receiver for members of the G-QRP Club and 
has kindly permitted Kanga to market it. 

The SUDDEN is a small direct conversion receiver that can be used on 160, 
80, 40, 30, or 20 meters. Specify the band you want when you order the 
SUDDEN. It is made up of an NE602 and an LM386, and is capable of driving a 
small speaker. Powered by a 9 volt battery , it's small size and low power 
consumption make it an excellent little receiver for home or portable QRP 
work. A two pole bandpass filter is provided at the front end along with a 
variable resistor to be used as an RF gain control. Microphonics, a common 
problem with direct conversion receivers, are virtually non-existent with 
the SUDDEN. No audio filtering is provided other than the bandpass 
characteristics of the audio amplifier. 

This unit is an excellent intermediate kit, or a first time kit if you have 
an experienced homebrewer nearby to give you occasional advice. I have 
helped several Boy Scouts build the SUDDEN for a radio merit badge, and the 
only assistance I provided was to clean excess solder off the board. If you 
do a reasonable job of soldering, you can build this kit. 

You provide the following: enclosure, variable capacitor (50 - 100 pf - one 
is available from Kanga for $4), knobs, 9 volt battery, connectors, and a 
small speaker or earphones. (SPRAT 58, Oct. '91 73)

I was reading an article in the February issue of QST magazine called 
"Maximize your receiver sensitivity". The article talks about how to 
use the RF gain, attenuation, IF shift and VBT tuning to eliminate 
noise and adjacent signals. Well what caught my eye was the idea of 
cutting out the noise before it reaches the receiver detector stage. 

The idea of it is if the noise comes in at a S5 level and your audio is 
at a S9 level you use the RF gain to cut the noise down to below a S1 
ie gone.. All you have left now is an audio at an S6. 

Last night I was on a 75 meter net around 7:30pm. There was a pretty 
good noise level. So I reached over and slid the RF gain slider down. 
Heard the audio and noise dropping. Slid it down some more and all of a 
sudden the noise was gone! Now the receive audio was down too but very 
readable. In fact just by turning up the audio on my rig I could get it 
to be a little louder. Neat little trick! To think all these years of 
having that little gadget and I've never used it.

> Let me second the suggestion to build the Ten Tec anyband receiver. I too 
> have built this kit, and like it a lot. It is a simple receiver that you 
> can put on any band from 80 - 15. Yesterday someone suggested the R2 by 
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Rick Campbell. Well, the guy who asked the question was wanting a receiver 
to go with his TT2. I got the impression that he is a beginner. The R2 
kits are expensive compared to the TenTec anyband, and you do get what you 
pay for. But I would certainly not recommend the R2 for a beginner. In 
fact, many experienced builders have had problems with it, as it is nota 
simple kit to build. It is a very high performance receiver, but I think 


is overkill in this case. 


Another suggestion would be to build the Sudden Receiver. Here is the 
description from the Kanga US page: 


The SUDDEN Receiver - $32 

George Dobbs G3RIJV designed this receiver for members of the G-QRP Club and 
has kindly permitted Kanga to market it. 

The SUDDEN is a small direct conversion receiver that can be used on 160, 
80, 40, 30, or 20 meters. Specify the band you want when you order the 
SUDDEN. It is made up of an NE602 and an LM386, and is capable of driving a 
small speaker. Powered by a 9 volt battery , it's small size and low power 
consumption make it an excellent little receiver for home or portable QRP 
work. A two pole bandpass filter is provided at the front end along with a 
variable resistor to be used as an RF gain control. Microphonics, a common 
problem with direct conversion receivers, are virtually non-existent with 
the SUDDEN. No audio filtering is provided other than the bandpass 
characteristics of the audio amplifier. 

This unit is an excellent intermediate kit, or a first time kit if you have 
an experienced homebrewer nearby to give you occasional advice. I have 
helped several Boy Scouts build the SUDDEN for a radio merit badge, and the 
only assistance I provided was to clean excess solder off the board. If you 
do a reasonable job of soldering, you can build this kit. 

You provide the following: enclosure, variable capacitor (50 - 100 pf - one 
is available from Kanga for $4), knobs, 9 volt battery, connectors, and a 
small speaker or earphones. (SPRAT 58, Oct. '91 73)
